Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The closest cited art— Akiyama (U.S. 3,734,299) and Seaver et al. (U.S. 2,077,589)— fails to 
anticipate or render obvious, alone or in any proper combination, the filter chamber including 
three filter elements, wherein the second sides of the first and second elements are connected

to the intermediate passage and the second side of the third filter and also the passage are 
connected to an outlet and including the claimed two alternately selectable configurations — 
within the filter device of claim 1. In Seaver, the filters take turns having their first sides 
being connected to the backwashing outlet 21 while the first sides of the other filters are 
connected to the inlet 14 and their second sides are connected to the intermediate passage 28. 
The intermediate passage is connected to the outlet. But never is a "third filter" connected to 
the outlet nor a first side of any of the filters connected to a first side of a "third filter" as 
required in the claimed alternately selectable configurations. In Akiyama, a first side of a 
first filter 18 is connected to the inlet 4 and a second side of the first filter is connected to an 
intermediate passage 22, which is connected to both an outlet 5 and a first side of a second 
filter 21. But neither a "third filter" nor the claimed alternately selectable configurations are 
taught.
